APPENDIX 

LICENSING CONDITIONS FOR IMPORTS FROM THE UK UNDER THE UK/INDIA 

MAINTENANCE LOAN, 1974. 

Snpcncilption and Code.—Each Import licence will bear the Superscription "UK/Indiu 
Maintenance Loan, 1974”. In addition, each import licence will also bear the Code 
-RAIL”. 

2. Where an import licence is Issued against the £1.5 million Segment, earmarked 
for allocations under the import policy for “Established Importers", it also be affixed 


(» 345 ) 
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with RVBBER-STAMF-UK/India Maintenance Loan 1974 — £.1.5 million Segment for 
Established Importers’'. This wiU be m addition to the suffix “R/ML” mention^ in 
para 1 above. 

Note.— The payment procedure and the documentatiofl, laid doWn ip. paragraph 8 and 
9 below Will apply to allocation under the £1.5 million Segment also. 

3. Minimum Value at Import licence.—The minimum Value for which an import 
licence can issue for import of spares, components and/or raw materials etc, under the 
UK/India M'alntenance Loan 74 is Rs. 10,000 (Rupees Ten Thousand only). This limit 
wiU, however, not apply to SSI units, in which case the import licence for a value not 
less than Rs. 1,000 (one thousand rupees) can be issued by the licensing authority. 

4. Intbundon of Import Licence Particuiars^Within a fortnight of the receipt of the 
import licence the importer should intimate to the Department of Economic Affairs 
(Section Officer, WE II Section), the details of the import licence viz. complete number, 
date; its value and the superscription thereof together with a :photostat copy of the 
import licence (see paras 1 and 2 above). A copy of the intimation should also be en¬ 
dorsed to the Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit (CAAA), Ministry of Finance, De¬ 
partment of Economic Affairs, New Delhi. 

5. Validity of Import Licence.—(a) The import licence wiU be valid for a period of twelve 
(12) months from the date of its issue. All payments must, therefore, be completed 
within a period of one month of the date of expiry of the licence. 

(b) Credit facilities.—Individual payments must be arranged upon shipment of goods. 

(c) Credit facilities from foelgn suppUersv—Credit faciUties offered by the foreign sup¬ 
pliers can be avaUed of by the importers, with the prior approval of the ControUcr of 
Aid Accounts and Audit (CAAA), Ministry of Finance. Department of Economic Affairs 
provided however that^—■ 

1. The foreign supplier is willing to ship at his own risk the goods without insist¬ 
ing upon prior establishment of a letter of credit; 

2- The Credit faciUty is not extended beyond 90 days from the date of shipment 
and does not have the effect of extending the validity of the Import Licence; 

3. So interest charges, or any service charge whatsoever, dirett or indirect, are 

payable by the iiffpbrter for the credit extended; and 

4. The importer should clearly indicate in the application to the C.A A.A. under 

intimation to WE II Section of the Department of Economic Affairs the 
foUowing details’.— 

(i) Value of I/L; 

(fi) Value of credit faciUty asked for; 

(iii) Certificate that the value of credit fatilit’y asked for is available within the 
validity of (hi licence. 

The Itnpiitrte'bs wlib satlify the above cohditions, will be ihfonniid, pn rwtlpat.iQf .thP" 
detailed procedure to be followed by the ConfeoHtr of Aid. Accounts artd Audit, Ministry 
of Finapee, Department of Economic Affairs. Jeevan Deep Bui)ding, 10 Parliament Street, 
New Dclhi-1, under adVlce to WE II Section of this Depattment. 

6. Origin of goods.—(a) The Import licence will be valid fbf import^ only frpm tpe 
U.K. (which expression in this .context wiU include the Channel Islands and file of Man) 
of goods Or materials whoUy or mainly produced or manufactured in the U.K. 

(b) Impprt Uceni^ under the UK/India Malptcpghce Loans wiU nornihlly be valid 
only for goods and/br mate'ri|ls pr^Ve an^, pi^uced of manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. In exceptional cases a riMi-U.lt. dtmhtA tlp(A ‘a limit of 20 per cent of the 
FCJiB yahie of the contract may be accepted for financing under the UK/India Mainten¬ 
ance Ldafis. 


(c) The Indian Importer will be well 'advised in his own interest to ascertain f/om 
the UK suppliers beforehand whether the proposed imports contain any non-UK element, 
arid if so, the pefbehtage thereof. Under no circtrihstaffeeit shonid hfc enter irild a 
criririnitment or ctofftract with a UK supplier without spedfitiatly aScemining this point. 

(d) When on such hn enquiry it is revealed that the goods proposed to be imported 
have non-UK element, the matter must he brought to the notice of the Ministry of 
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Finance, Department of Economic AflEairs, WE II Section, New Delhi for confirmation, 
whether the importer should proceed with the finalisation of his order/contract with the 
prospective UK supplier. 

Note,.— The Importers while approaeijing the authorised bank for opening a letter of, 
credit should make available (.m required number of copies) contract and the 
contract certificate, duly signed by the UK supplier, in addition to other 
documents that may be needed by that Bank. 

7, Ordering period.—(a). Firm orders on CIF or C&F (FOB/FAS if so designed by 
Government Departments, Public Sector Undertakings) must be placed on the U.K. Suj^ 
pliers within four (4) months from the date of issue of the import licence. It may ^ 
clarified here that ‘Firm orders’ would mean not only the placement of orders by the 
Endian importers but should also be confirmed by UX suppliers in writing withm tho 
specified period of four months. In other words ordermg would not only mean piaco- 
ment of orders on the part of Indian importers but also acceptance or confirmation on 
the part of UK suppliers, 


(b) The term ‘‘firm orders" used in these licensing conditions wquld connote place¬ 
ment of orders for the full value of the licence within tho validity period for ordering and 
mot for part of the licence value. In Case an importer has not been able to place orders 
for file ruH value of the licence during the initial or extended validity, vide sub-para (d) 
below then the licence vdll be deemed to be available only to the extent to which firm 
orders were placed within the validity period for placement of orders. 


(c) The authorised dealer in foreign exchange will not allow any remittances or faci¬ 
lities for establishment of letter of credit unless satisfactory documenfaiy evidence is 
produced by the licencec, indicating the placement of firm orders withm the initial tour 
months period [refer note below para 6(d)l. 


(d) Extension in ordering period,—In cases where firm orders' ooiild not be placed 
within this period of four months, the licensee should approach the Import Uicence Issuing 
Authority, immediately, giving detailed justificafion.s for getting the ordering period as 
prescribe in para 7(a) above, suitably extended. The same procedure, as indicated in 
sub-para (c) above will apply to cases for extensions also. While CCI&E would consider 
the requests for exten.sion in the period of ordering beyond the initial period of 4 months 
■(for upto another 2 months, requests for extensions beyond this, period for placement 
of orders would invariably be considered by CCI&E in consultation with the Department 
of Economic Affairs. 


8. PaymentB.—Payments to the U.K. suppliers can be arranged through normal bank¬ 
ing channels, bv making remittances vide clause 5(a) above. payments towards the 
Indian Agents’ Commission should be mafic in Rupee In India. Such payrnents will, 
however, form part of the licence value and will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 


9. RelmbiKsetBeiit—Foir obtaining reiniborsementj under the loan, Government of 
India have to furnish to the U.K. Authorities a copy of Form ‘A' (Reserve Bank appli- 
mtion form for remittance in foreign currency) duly completed and bearing the signature 
a bank in India certifying the payments that have been authorised by that bank, 
and supported by a copy of certificate of origin from the contractor in the U.K.. duly 
signed by him, in the form set out as Appendix ‘B’ or Appendix B (Chemicals! whichever 
is appropriate Specimens of these certificates are attached as AnnexUre I and Annexure II 
respectively. The licensee should 'arrange to obtain from the supplier in the U.K. 
adequate number of copies or photostat copies of the appropriate certificate of origin so 
that each time a payment is arranged copy of the certificate of origth, duly signed can bo 
attached to the form ‘A’ which together with a copy of certificate of origin will be sent 
to the Ministry of Finan^ by the authorised defaler. As soon as the payment is made, 
the authorised dealer vrilt ensure that in resoect of each payment, the form A duly 
conn^Irted and a copy of the supportihg certificate of origin (duly smned ex¬ 

tractor) arc sent to the Controller of .^Id Acebun^ attd Audifi Mupstry J-man^ 
Deriaiteient of Economic Affairs, Jeeyah Deep Building 10 Parliament 
Delhi under advice to the importer. Tt must be ensured that all the 'appromiate columns 

the suffix 'ML’) and indication whether the licence relates^ to thi ^ 

and the date thereof should apnebr on each form ‘A’ without fad. ? 

the Authorised Dealer should clearly brine out the name rf the f^teien ^ 

which the^payment has been made to the siipplibs and the dfite oh which the paVfn nt h 
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IweA au^iMd. None of the (important) colinnns of Form 'A* or the certificate of origin 
Bnoula Do left blank. 

Note. The arrangements do not absolve the licence of his responsibility to ensure 
that all Form ‘A’ are forwarded from time to time by the banks to the 
Ministry of Finance as indicated above duly completed in all respects and 
duly supported by the relevant certificate of origin, 

10. Quarterly Report on the ntlllratlon status of licence.— A quarterly report, as in 
Annexure lU showing the utilisation status of the licence, should be furnished to the 
Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, Ministry of Finance, (Department of Economic 
Affairs), New Delhi until the licence is fully utilised, with a copy to WE ll Section of 
Ministry of Finance (Department of l^onomic Affairs) New Delhi. 

11. Notifyliig sqwUers of special conditions.—The licensee should apprise the foreign 
supplier of any special provisions in the import licence which may affect the suppliers 
in carrying out the transactions. 

12. Refands.~If any refunds are received by the licensee from the supplier, the 
shipper or the insurer, a full report showing the amounts received, together with other 
relevant particulars should be sent to the Ministry of Finance at the address indicated 
in para 9 above, as and when such refunds are received. The report regarding refunds 
should be as in the proforma in Annexure IV. 

13. Dlspntw.—It should be understood that the Government of India will not under¬ 
take any responsibility for disputes, if any, which may arise between the licensee and the 
'suppliers. 

14. Compliance wkh Instructions. —^Thc licence shall promptly comply with any direc- 
'tlons, instructions or orders issued by the Government regarding any and all matters arising 
from or portaim'ng to the import licence awl for meeting all obligations under the Credit 
’agreement, 

15. Breach or violations. —Aiw breach or violation of the above conditions will result 
in appropriate action under the Imports and- Exports (Control) Act.
